Drifting Ice Floe 
Makes New Radio

Polar Explorers Preparing to Shift Commu- 


nications to Soviet Colony to Special 
Spitzbergen Station 


(Wireless to the Daily Worker) é' 

MOSCOW, Jan. 6— The drifting Soviet North Pole camp, cruis- 
ing southward on an icefloe driven by Arctic currents and polar winds, 
is preparing to switch radio communications from the Rvdolf Island 
base to a special station at Barentsberg, Soviet colony on Spitzbergen, 
a message from the four Soviet explorers received here today said. 

The drift of the camp southward is making communications with 
the main polar exploration base at Rudolf Island, where the last hop 
of the flight to the North Pole began last May, more and more diffi- 
cult. 


North winds blasting down from the Pole in the second half of De- 
cember shifted the direction of the icefloe drift sharply to the South, 
the explorers reported. 

By that time, they had already passed the danger spot near the 
northeastern cape of Greenland, where the campers faced the possibil- 
ity of their icefloe piling up on the coast. . 

“The last day of the old year,” the polar campers radioed, “was 
marked by an unprecedented rise of temperature—it was only four 
below zero.” 


On New Year's Day. a strong Southwind blasted across the camp, 
blanketing everything witl a deep layer of fresh snow. 

A message from Rudolf Island today told how skiliful handling 
of the excellent Soviet radio equipment by Ernest. Krenkel, radio 
operator of the drifting polar camp, and his colleagues on Rudolf 
Island, had maintained unbroken communications since the polar camp 
was established. : 

Recently the number of. wireless messages exchanged with the 
polar camp have increased rapidly. Jan. 1 was the High point, a total 
of 6,154 words being sent during the day. 

Most of the messages were congratulations from all parts of the 
Soviet Union and the world. | 

The Rudolf Island radio station has indicated that though the 
drifting of the ſcefloe south of the mountainous archipelago of Spitz- 
bergen, endangering radio communications with Krenkel, they hope to 
keep up direct radio contact until the campers are taken off the floe

Sabotage 
By the Shippers 


If anyone doubts the charge made by the 
Communist Party that one of the main pur- 
poses of the present “sitdown strike“ of big 
capital is to smash the labor movement, let 
him take a look at the port of Seattle. 

The Waterfront Employers Association 
has just broken off relations with the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s and Warehouse- 
men’s Union, affiliated with the CIO, result- 
ing in a complete tie-up of all operations in 
the harbor. 

The employers are out to dump their con- 
tract- with the longshoremen and along with 
it the wage scales and union hiring hall set- 
up that the workers have won through bitter 
struggle. 

If they cannot accomplish all this, the 
ship-owners at least hope to compel the long- 
shoremen to agree to a slick system whereby 
cargoes originally loaded by inland workers 
at lower rates, could be transferred to ocean- 
going vessels without giving work to the 
dockers. According to Harry Bridges, this 
maneuver which was the immediate ex- 
cuse” for the employers’ “sitdown,” would 
reduce the earnings of the longshoremen by 
50 per cent. 

It is just_a year since the West Coast 
waterfront employers held out for 99 days— 
while all shipping on the entire coast was 
forced to a standstill—because they were un- 
willing to renew their agreement with the 
maritime workers. After taking the beating 
of their lives in that fight, the shippers are 
now attempting a comeback by taking on 
only a single port. They are counting on 
Czar Dave Beck of the teamsters union and 
Mayor Dore to see them through. 

The labor movement throughout the 
country helped break the shippers’ “sit- 
down” of a year ago through its expressions 
of solidarity with the maritime workers. The 
same solidarity should now be extended to 
the dockers of Seattle.
